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AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 

1 . (Currently amended): A package for disposable absorbent products, comprising: 
at least one window and an outer surface; and 

a plurality of individually wrapped disposable absorbent articles contained in the 
package, the plurality of individually wrapped disposable absorbent articles including at 
least two different types of absorbent articles having different physical properties or 
structures, wherein each type of absorbent article[[s]] is identified by an indication means 
disposed on the wrapper of the respective absorbent article[[s]], flad_wherein the indication 
means of [[the]] at least one of each of the two types of absorbent articles can be seen 
through the at least one window. 

2. (Previously Presented): The package of Claim 1, wherein the at least two different 
types of absorbent articles are defined by the absorbent capacity of the absorbent articles, 
the kind of the absorbent articles, the dimension of the absorbent articles, or the 
combination thereof. 

3. (Currently amended): The package of Claim 1, wherein the window has a size large 
enough so mat at least 30% of the contained individually wrapp ed absorbent articles can be 
seen through the window. 

4. (Previously Presented): The package of Claim 1, wherein the indication means 
includes colors, lines, patterns, ornamental designs, pictures, symbols, script, characters and 
the combination thereof 

5. (Previously Presented): The package of Claim 1, wherein the package has an 
opening device which has a size large enough so that the different types of absorbent 
articles can be picked up by the user through the opening device. 

6. (Currently amended): The package of Claim 5, wherein the package has a front 
panel, a rear panel[[s]] opposed to the front panel, side panels which connects the front and 
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rear panels, and a top panel which connects the front, rear, and side panels, and wherein the 
window is formed on the front panel and the opening device is formed on the top panel. 

7. (Previously Presented): The package of Claim 1 , wherein the window is formed by 
differentiating the translucency or the transparency at the window from the area surrounding 
the window.

10. (Previously Presented): The package of Claim 1, wherein the disposable absorbent 
articles are feminine hygiene articles. 

11. (New): A package for sanitary napkins, said package comprising a plurality of 
wrapped sanitary napkins and at least one window, the plurality of wrapped sanitary 
napkins including at least two different types of sanitary napkins having different physical 
properties or structures, wherein each type of sanitary napkin is identified by a common 
indication means disposed on the respective wrappers, and wherein at least one of each 
common indication means for the at least two types of absorbent articles can be seen 
through die at least one window. 

12. (New) A package for sanitary napkins, comprising at least one window and a 
plurality of individually wrapped sanitary napkins contained in the package, the plurality of 
individually wrapped sanitary napkins including at least two different types of sanitary 
napkins having different physical properties or structures, wherein each type of sanitary 
napkins is identified by an indication means disposed on the wrapper of the respective 
individually wrapped sanitary napkin, and wherein the indication means of at least one of 
each of the two types of individually wrapped sanitary napkins can be seen through die at 
least one window. 
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
